La F iesta de San Juan w as at its 
height. 
G uanajuato w as turning out 
from Its serpentine streets, close built 
and IU smelting, its hordes of hum an­ 
ity, from the fam ily of the Gobema- 
dor, handsom e, well dressed and mod­ 
em , down to the sw arm s of beggars,
